word, nil the machinery pertaining to the 
mill, has been made, put up, and set in 
motion by him alone. Hu has also, the 
above journal asserts, made his own furni- 
turo. . When the water is low and the mill 
does not work, our blind man becomes a 
joiner, and also a turner, on a lathe of his 
own invention, nntl so ho makes all manner 
of utensils, nnd pretty toy windmills lor the 
juveniles. 
Ho lives quite iiiono, swoops 


his own room, and cooks his own dinner i 
his mother, who hae fifteen children to 
cure lot, lives a mile oil and does not trou- 
ble her head about hor 'blind boy,' for 'he 
earns his 
bread now,'she says,.(anddoos 


not want her.' In 1852 this blind miller 
was awarded with a medal by the agricul- 
tural society of the arondissement, for a 
machine serving the double purpose of 
winnowing corn and separating the best 
grains from the common sort.

But these triumphs 
it is in no case turned to any practical pur- 
pose. 
It established no new measure, and 


carried out no definite charge of policy. 
It spent its energies in hidden intrigues, and 
undoitook to satisfy lha people with high 
sounding generalities of no practical ac- 
count whatever. 


It might call itself " American " in name 


but it was essentially un-American in form, 
in spirit and in operation. 
The two first 


requisites in the movement of republican 
government, are freedom of violation and 
publicity of action, and it was by the direct 
contravention of these that.the Order under- 
took to succeed—Know Nothingism could 
not remain popular. Every election through 
tho present year has shown moat unmistak- 
ably (hat it has forfeited public confidence. 
All sectionn alike repudiate it. At the 
West it has hardly dar-d ns yet to show its 
head. 
In tho South, in bpito of its appeal 


to sectional jealousy by holding out the 
prospect of injuring the North by cutting 
down the immigration which has so much 
promotetl tho growth of the North, it has 
been boaton by overwhelming majorities, in 
spite of having enlisted into its service al- 
most the entire body of the old Whig party. 
And nt the North, where tho evil effects ol 
our present system of naturalization hav0 
been the most felt, the Order has nowhere 
achieved an independent victory, and the 
latest elections have shown tiiat it is not 
only impotent itself, but that all alliance 
with it is fatal. In tho only two important 
contests which are now going on, that ol 
New York and of Mussac.husetts, it is com- 
pelled to light alnna and unaided 
without 


tho slightest rousrmnblo hope of success. 
Nowhere ia there n chance of its rotrioving 
itself.
